Uncle Sam's heavy bombers now 
arr within reach of Japan and the 
Philippines 
both only 1,500 miles 
away. Admiral King reminds tis 
that our navy now has bases to 
smash directly .at Japan, the Phil­ 
ippines and China. 
Well, that's hanging it on the 
line for the Mikado and his little 
men to see. And the new Ja p a ­ 
nese cabinet ministers, who are 
shouldering the 
heavy 
troubles 
ex-prem ier Toto packed up for 
them, read the signs and freely 
admit that things are serious for 
them.

Infections That Cause Phlebitis

cuss the subject, it seems to hav e 
come to the notice of a g ood many 
p eop le. 
Phlebitis means an inflam ma­ 
tion of a v ein. The v eins usually 
inv olv ed are those of the leg — 
the most dep endent p art of the 
body 
and, 
therefore, 
the 
p art 
where the larg e v eins hav e the 
blood mov ing the most slug g ish­ 
ly . 
Since the v eins are alw ay s 
filled with blood when an infec­ 
tion strikes them it results alm ost 
in stan ter in clotting of the blood. 
So a p hlebitis really is a throm bo­ 
p hlebitis— throm us being the word 
for a clot inside a blood v essel. 
Phlebitis occurs alm ost alw ay s 
during conv alescence from a sur­ 
g ical op eration, or childbirth, or 
ly ing in bed following # broken 
bone, or accident of some kind. It 
occur# 
occasionally 
in 
v aricose 
v eins, but not as often as the 
fav orable 
circum stances 
which 
th a t 
condition 
p resents 
would 
lead one to ex p ect. Phlebitis also 
is one of the comp lications of in­ 
fectious diseases, p articularly ty ­ 
p hoid fev er, but with the p ractical 
disap p earance of ty p hoid th a t v a­ 
riety it nearly eliminated. Pneu­ 
monia is the nex t most frequent 
infectious cause in p hlebitis. 


Infection in Blood Stream 
How does the infection g et to 
the v ein? Since the inside of the 
v ein is well p rotected from the 
outside world it m ust be infection 
already in the blood stream . Some­ 
tim es it is v ery easy to see how 
this occurs, som etimes v ery dif­ 
ficult. 
A fter childbirth the womb is 
larg e and soft and it lies right 
ov er the big v eins in the pelv is 
into which the leg v eins dram. 
The uterus is at this stage boggy 
and v ery frequently there are re­ 
m ains of sep tic m aterial in it. It 
is to p rev ent the presence of this 
sep tic material th a t tho modern 
obstetrician is so careful with his 
technique of cleanliness. 
But in 
spite of all precautions, some­ 
tim es slig ht sep sis doe* occur. 
And 
this lying 
ov er the pelv ic 
v ein, or p erhap s carried by the 
g eneral circulation to the slug­ 
g ish v eins in this condition in­ 
fects their inside wall, causes the 
p hlebitis.

Most Cases Corible 


A phlebitis may be acutely dan­ 
gerous, ev en fatal, in the produc­ 
tion of an embolus in the lung—• 
small clot of blood which detaches 
itself from the main clot in the 
v eins of the leg and wanders 
around p ntil it reaches a v essel 
so small it cannot get through so 
lodg es there— and usually this is 
in the lung . 
Most cases of phlebitis get well, 
but the remote consequences are 
not 
always 
pleasant. 
Nature's 
method of cure is to cause the clot 
in the v ein to become hard like 
scar tissue and then to canalize 
it with little v ein channels. These 
canals perform the function of 
the v ein which is to carry the 
blood back 
to the heart, but they 
do not work as well as the orig­ 
inal model, 
and the person is 
likely to hav e the affected leg 
swell up on any unusual ex ertion. 
It ev en g ets p erm anently larger 
th an its fellow. 
Surgeons and obstetricians are 
making ev ery effort to prev ent 
this disagreeable and dangerous 
complication. 
Since one of the 
factors seems 
definitely to be 
rest, it is the modem Chatom to 
g et the surgical patient or the 
conv alescent mother out of bed 
earlier than the old two week 
standard. Many surgeons approv e 
getting the patient up on the 
fourth post-operativ e day.
